The  latter  data,  alone,  may  provide  a  more 
reliable  measure  of  current  export  activity  than 
may  be  derived  from  a  year-to-year  compari¬ 
son  of  outstanding  sales.

Amendment  4  to  the  Export  Sales  Reporting  Regulations  published  in  the  Federal 
Register  on  April  9,  1980  (45  FR  24103)  provided  for  the  speeding-up  of 
reporting  and  public  release  of  information  reported  in  this  publication. 
Effective  June  16,  1980  the  reporting  period  changed  from  Monday  through 
Sunday  to  Friday  through  Thursday.  The  report  will  continue  to  be  released  on 
Thursdays  except  when  national  holidays  cause  it  to  be  delayed  until  Friday  at 
3  p.m.  You  will  be  advised  of  such  delays  in  the  previous  week's  report. 

Under  the  new  schedule  the  weekly  report  will  include  summary  data  for  the 
reporting  period  ending  the  previous  week. 

The  shift  in  reporting  period  will  require  a  transition  period  (Monday,  June 
16  through  Thursday  June  19,  1980)  and  a  modification  in  published  data  for 
that  report.  The  publication  of  data  by  reporting  period  is  as  follows:

Instructions"  manuals  have  been  reprinted.  All  program  changes  through 
Amendment  5,  published  in  the  Federal  Register  on  April  10,  1980,  adding 
reporting  of  cattle  hides  and  skins  have  been  incorporated.  A  limited  number 
of  informational  copies  are  available  on  request.

EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 

Comments  on  release  of  June  26  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  week  ending  June  15,  1980): 

Wheat:  Buyer  interest  continues  as  net  sales  totaled  901,700  metric  tons  (MT),  bringing  total 
sales  for  the  new  marketing  year  (MY)  to  9,423,400  MT.  Yugoslavia  (314,000  MT),  Nigeria 
(160,200  MT),  Japan  (126,700  MT),  and  Chile  (78,000  MT)  accounted  for  most  of  the  business. 

Weekly  exports  were  396,000  MT. 

Corn :  Net  sales  totaled  752,000  MT.  Primary  markets  included  the  European  Community,  Spain, 
and  the  Western  Hemisphere.  Weekly  exports  of  1,114,800  MT  continue  their  good  pace,  with  Japan, 
Romania,  and  Mexico  the  major  destinations. 

Rice:  Net  sales  of  36,300  MT  were  virtually  all  to  African  markets.  Kenya  (9,500  MT),  Nigeria 
(8,800  MT),  Senegal  (8,600  MT),  and  Guinea  (6,500  MT)  were  the  major  markets.  Exports  of 
102,900  MT  went  primarily  to  Asia  and  Oceania. 

Sorghum:  The  market  was  fairly  quiet  as  net  sales  totaled  53,900  MT.  Taiwan,  Spain,  Japan,  and 
Mexico  were  the  only  countries  adding  to  previous  purchases.  Weekly  exports  dropped  to  54,600  MT. 

Soybeans :  Net  sales  at  84,600  MT  were  off  62  percent  from  the  week-earlier  level.  Net  sales 
and  contract  adjustments  totaled  65,800  MT  to  Japan,  30,500  MT  to  the  United  Kingdom,  28,900  MT 
to  Canada,  23,800  MT  to  Korea,  and  21,000  MT  to  West  Germany.  Exports  remain  strong  and  at 
435,200  MT  were  up  9  percent  from  the  week-earlier  total.  The  major  destinations  included 
Japan  (139,100  MT),  the  Netherlands  (116,900  MT),  Israel  (30,300  MT),  Romania  (29,000  MT), 
and  Korea  (26,100  MT). 

Soybean  Meal :  Net  sales  at  110,000  MT  were  up  40  percent  from  the  previous  week's  level.  The 
Netherlands  was  the  major  buyer  at  56,800  MT,  followed  by  West  Germany  at  26,600  MT.  Meal 
exports  at  74,400  MT  were  down  nearly  50  percent  from  the  previous  week's  total.  The  major 
destinations  were  the  Netherlands  (27,400  MT),  Italy  (19,700  MT),  and  Mexico  (12,900  MT). 

Soybean  Oil:  Net  sales  fell  into  the  negative  column  at  minus  9,400  MT,  compared  with  sales 
of  24,100  MT  a  week  earlier.  This  was  caused  by  net  purchases  of  U.S.  soyoil  from  foreiqn 
suppliers  of  13,400  MT,  exceeding  new  sales  and  destination  changes.  New  sales  included  ?.7nn  mj  to 
Pakistan  and  1,000  MT  to  Ecuador.  Soybean  oil  exports  at  23,400  MT  were  off  28  percent  from  the 
previous  week's  total.  Pakistan  was  the  major  destination,  taking  15,700  MT. 

Cotton :  Sales  activity  slowed  to  a  low  level.  MY  1979/80  sales  were  only  23,500  RB,  largely 
to  Korea  -  7,800  RB,  Hungary  -  5,200  RB,  and  West  Germany  -  4,700  RB.  MY  1980/81  sales  of 
50,500  RB  were  principally  to  Korea  -  21,400  RB,  Israel  -  13,700  RB,  and  Japan,  7,000  RB, 
while  China  cancelled  10,000  RB.  Exports  also  slowed  to  179,200  RB.  Eighty-four  percent  went 
to  Asia,  including  33,600  RB,  to  China,  and  13  percent  went  to  Europe. 

Hides  and  Skins :  Net  sales  of  all  hides  remained  stable  last  week  at  382,600  pieces.  Sales 
activity  was  again  led  by  whole  cattle  hides,  with  Japan  buying  163,100  pieces,  Exports  of 
hides  and  skins  from  sales  reported  earlier  were  289,600  pieces,  down  33  percent  from  the 
previous  week's  total.  Major  destinations  for  whole  hides  were  Japan  (121,100),  Korea 
(43,400),  and  Taiwan  (35,300). 

Barley,  Rye,  Oats:  Showed  no  significant  activity.
